One of the most important points in Pear culture is gathering 
and ripening the fruit; most varieties are inferior in flavor when allowed to ripen on 
the trees. Summer Pears should be picked one week before they are fully ripe, and 
Autumn Pears about one to two weeks, or as soon as the stem parts freely from the 
tree, (as soon as picked they should be {placed in a cool, dry room to ripen.) Winter 
Pears should be gathered before the nights become yery frosty, and put away in a 
cool, dry room or cellar, the same as apples. They should be brought into a warm 
room to ripen a few days before wanted for use.

The Cherry succeeds best in dry sandy or gravelly soils, moderately rich. The high 
ridges of Southeastern Ohio are particularly adapted to its growth. The cherry tree 
should be trained with low heads, to protect the trunks from the sun. 

We grow a large proportion of our cherry trees on the Mahaleb stock (a wild French 
cherry.) They bear earlier, are more productive, hardy, and less liable to sucker from 
the roots when grown on this stock. The cherry can be transplanted more success- 
fully at one year old, and as it commences growing early in the season, it should be 
transplanted in the fall or very early in the spring.

A stiff clay soil, or a clay loam seems best adapted to the growth of the Plum, but it 
will succeed in a variety of soil. If planted in dry, sandy or gravelly soils, it does best 
when grafted on the peach. 

The Curculio is a great enemy of the Plum grower, often destroying the entire crop, 
year after year. A good way to protect the Plum from its depredations, is to suddenly 
jar the trees every morning and evening, thus causing the Curculio to drop from the 
limbs and fall upon a sheet, previously spread under the tree to receive it when it drops; 
it can then be caught and destroyed.
